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Trinity College, Great Court—Trinity College was 
founded by King Henry VIII. in 1546. Most of the build¬ 
ings date from the 16th and 17th centuries. They include 
a Library by Sir Christopher Wren, a beautiful Hall [1 04J, 
and one of the finest Courts in Cambridge. The Chapel 
dates from 1554-1556. 
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
